Federal funds totaling $70,- 
200 have been allocated to Tor­ 
rance for the construction of a 
control tower at Torrance Mu­ 
nicipal Airport the city was no­ 
tified this week.

The money, requested by the. 
city last fall, was part of the 
funds allocated by the Federal 
Aviation Agency to 314 air­ 
ports Friday.

Under the proposal offered 
the city, the federal funds will 
be used to pay for 54 per cent 
of the construction cost of the 
airport tower..The city must fi­ 
nance the balance.

When completed sometime 
next year, the tower would be 
put into operation by the FAA, 
replacing the city-operated tow­ 
er. It costs (he city about $20,- 
000 a year now to operate its
